Being largely spei u.ative, it 
can to a marked degree be overcome 
by the producer resisting his urge to 
sell, demanding a reasonable price 
for his product and holding out for 
that price. 
Of course, when such a 
holding movement comes in c o n tin 
with an accumulated or even a known 
surplus ii is more than likely to 
fail; when simultanioua with an ag- 
gravat* d shortage it may lead to a 
wild stampede of speculation that 


will boost the price far beyond the 
bounds 
of reasonable 
profit. 
In 
either event, th*1 movement is more 
or less a gamble. 
And only those 
able to take the consequences either 
way can ever afford to gamble on 
anything.

Like Grover Cleveland’s famous 
remark, this is a condition—a brutal 
condition at that— ' nd not a theory 
which confronts the South in general 
and the cotton planters in particular 
today.

and to fully comprehend the funda­ 
mental principles basic to the prob­ 
lem. 
Efforts however well-meant, 
undertaken under such handicaps are 
doomed to be at best ephemera; in 
achievement if not wholly abortive 
and disappointing.

Basic principles of profitable pro­ 
duction are equally true in cotton 
growing and in the manufacture, for 
instance, of automobiles. 
But in ap­ 
plying those principles the difference 
in methods of production and the 
numbers engaged in production must 
be taken into account. 
In the same 
way, the principles of co-operative 
marketing apply to cotton as to Cali­ 
fornia raisens, but in adapting those 
principles the difference in magni­ 
tude of the product and the num­ 
bers 
and 
widely 
scattered 
tnits 
among the producers must be ti ken 
into account.

When this is done, one is all but 
appalled at the complications of the 
problem he confronts 
Well-meaning 
statesmen and students of economics 
thought they had found a solution 
of the problem when they devised 
a system of bonded warehouses with 
a negotiable storage receipt for cot­ 
ton. 
But the hundreds of all but 
empty warehouses over the country 
has brought a rather belated and ex­ 
pensive realization that so long as 
cotton is a credit crop the creditor 
controls the time of sale, all the 
buyer has to do is to wait for mak­ 
ing his purchase until the creditor 
requires liquidation, and the fixing 
of the price of cotton is still in the 
hands of the buyer. 
Our empty and 
unused warehouses are thus a monu­ 
ment to another well meant but mis­ 
taken economic failure. 
F F F 
In the light of what has gone be­ 
fore, it must follow that, despite the 
best efforts of economists and states­ 
men, the cotton nroblem must large­ 
ly remain an individual problem and 
if solved at all must be solved along 
the lines of cash and not credit. 
In 
other words, the South, to escape 
its economic bondage to the uncer­ 
tain 
profits of a credit-produced 
cotton cron, must devise a more 
general system of farming on an in­ 
dependent scale whereby the South­ 
ern farmer can produce cotton as 
n surnlus cash crop 
When unhar- 
rassed bv importunate creditors to 
whom be has mortgaged bis indepen­ 
dence to produce his cotton, he can 
roll his cotton bale- into his own 
safe and secure storage house, set 
such a price on it as will afford a 
reasonable profit and .hold it their
